The Bl= Niagara Bridge. 


The new steel arch bridge being 


erected at Niagara Fairs to replace the 
last of the suspension bridges will be 
the largest of its kind in the -world. 
The main arch will be 858 feet long, 
the next largest being th« 566-foot 
arch of a bridge at Oporto, Portugal, 
The approach on the Canadian side is 
210 feet long, and that on the Ameri- 
can side 190 feet, making the total 
length of the structure 1268 feet. The 
bridge will connect the two great free 
pajrks. Queen Victoria Falls Park, on, 
the Canadian side, and the New York 
State Reservation on the American 
side. It will be a single structure, 
having a width of a little over forty 
feet. la the middle twenty-threa feet 
of this will l»e electric railroad. 
On 


either side of this will be carriage way 9 
eight feefe wide. Outside of these 
drives will be foot passages, slightly 
elevated above the roadways. 
Tha 


middle of the areh is 150 feet above 
the gorge.

Sometimes a crab, too liglitly held, 


escapes to his hole. The hunter car- 
ries a calabash, and pours water inia 
the hole. The crab hales water, anil 
will run out. apparently strangling, 
.aud ia an easy capture is his cou-> 
fusion. 


Every plantation in tho T\'est Indies 


—every hut, for tli:it mutter—bus a 
pen to keep the captuu-.l crabs in. Tina 
is a rather deep well, lined with mor- 
tar, to keep the trabs from burrowing 
out. 


In okra soup, called "gumbo" by the 


natives, the land crab is particularly 
delicate and appetizing. First. tan>a 
leaves are chopped tino and boiled un- 
til tender. Then tb<> okra is added ID 
thin slices, with onion, tomato and a 
bit of salt pork. Then the crabs are- 
added—one for each person is not toa 
much.—New York Journal.

a Dimple process, but though simple, 
U not without it* element of danger. 
The present method is as follows: A 
f mouth stone table is arranged to be 
easily canted a little on one side by 
means of a fcer«w set btneatu. Around 
the edges *>l the table is a groove, in 
which mercury may flow and drop 
from one corner into bowls. The table 
is first made perfectly horizontal, and 
then tinfoil is carefully laid over it, 
covering a greater space than the glass 
to be coated. A atrip of glass is placed 
along each of three sides of the foil to 
prevent the mercury froin flowing off. 
The metal is then poured from ladles 
npon the foil till it is nearly a quarter 
of an inch deep. The plate of glass is 
slid on from the open side, and its ad- 
vancing edge is kept in the mercury, 
so that no air or floating oxide of the 
metal or other imparities can get be- 
tween the srlass and the clean surface 
of the mercury. Wheh exactly in 
place it is held till one edge o£ the 
table has been elevated ten or twelve 
degrees and the superfluous mercury 
!>as ran off. 
It is left for several hours 


and then placed upon a frame, the 
side covered with the amalgam, which 
adheres to it. After the amalgam be- 
comes hard the plate is ready for use. 
The danger arising from mirror making 
come chiefly from the use of the quick- 
silver. 
About one-quarter of the 


quicksilver produced in the world 
comes from California. 


It is a theory which has been gen- 


erally accepted, bntthe error of which 
is obvious to every intelligent and dis- 
passionate observer, that men are re- 
gardless of mirrors and that women 
are their chief users. Tue fact is that 
a very considerable number of mirrors 
are bocght for and used by men, and 
to that fact is due the extent of the 
business, probably, for it would be 
difficult to believe that 20,000,000 girls 
and women require $8,000,000 worth 
of mirrors every year, mirrors being 
seldom lost and never broken—inten- 
tionally. The excellence of American 
mirrors is generally acknowledged.
